3. Claims 1 -6 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention relates to multi-carrier modulation techniques such 
as OFDM transmission with BPSK and QPSK. The prior art of record, Fullerton et 
aL (US 6,031,862) and Walton et al. (US 2004/0081 131 A1) fails to disclose 
unique method steps of " obtaining a third signal from a received second signal 
wherein obtaining each of an initial portion and a tail portion of the third signal 
comprises adding together at least a portion of each of an initial portion and a tail 
portion of the second signal (claims 1, 3 and 5), obtaining a second signal 
involves halving values of an initial portion and a tail portion of a first signal and 
adding zeros following the tail portion (claim 3) ".
